S.O. 784(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of article 77 
<of the Constitution, the President hereby make.s the following rules further to amend 
the Government of India (Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, namely :^—1 

1, (1) These rules may be called the Government of India (Allocation of Busi¬ 
ness) (One hundred and second Amendment) Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2, In the Government of India (Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, hereinafter 
referred to as the said Rules, in the First Schedule,—

“13A. Sugarcane development scheme.’’; 

(iv) for entry 15, the following entry shall be substituted, hamely;—

(v) for entry 22. the following entry shall be substituted, namely;—
